He was one of 13 students in his 
senior class and following high 
school Smith entered a junior 
college in Mississippi. “ I enjoyed 
junior college because it gave me 
the opportunity to play about 40 
games per year,” Smith said. 
After two years at the junior 
college, Smith was recruited by 
scouts at the U niversity of 
Kentucky, where he played under 
the legendary Adolph Rupp.

WASHINGTON (A P) — The Pen­ 
tagon today announced a coast-to-coast 
reshuffling and reduction of military 
bases and headquarters that will elimi­ 
nate about 11,600 civilian jobs and 
transfer 11,500 Army and Air Force 
personnel over the next 2*6 years. 
The moves are aimed chiefly at 
shifting about $300 million a year from 
support functions to increased combat 
capability. The uniformed personnel 
will be switched to combat and combat- 
related assignments. 
The 110 “ base realignment actions,” 
as the Pentagon called them, will affect 
dozens of installations. 
But only two major bases were or­ 
dered closed — the Army’s Frankford 
Arsenal in Philadelphia and Ellington 
Air Force Base, Houston, Tex. 
One congressional source said about 
half of the civilian employes offered 
transfers could be expected to quit 
their defense jobs rather than relocate. 
Many Army, Air Force and Defense 
Supply Agency depots, laboratories 
and offices will lose manpower and 
womanpower, but some will gain.

under his armpit during a March 21, 
1973 meeting. Dean and Nixon talked at 
that meeting about paying money to the 
original Watergate defendants. 
Concerned because Dean had begun 
cooperating 
with 
W atergate 
in­ 
vestigators in early April 1973, Nixon 
asked 
coverup 
defendant 
H .R. 
Haldeman on the evening of April 25 if 
there was any way Dean “ might have 
walked in there (to the White House 
Oval Office) with a recorder on him ?” 
Haldeman dismisses the likelihood, 
but Nixon persists in examining the 
possibility because he was curious 
about what Dean may have told prose­ 
cutors about the March 21 discussion of

Nixon presses Haldeman on how a 
tape recorder might be hidden and not 
be seen.

Auto layoffs to top 145,000

DETROIT (AP) — At least 145,000 
blue collar auto workers and thousands 
more white collar employes will be out 
of work part or all of next month 
because of mounting production cut* 
backs in the faltering automobile in­ 
dustry. 
General Motors said Thursday it will 
shut nine car assembly plants for one 
or two weeks in December and lay off 
30,000 workers because of declining 
sales. 
Meanwhile, Ford Motor Co. said it is 
furloughing 3,000 white collar workers 
Dec. I. Chrysler Corp. revealed plans 
to lay off white collar workers soon, but 
would not confirm reports that the 
number would be as high as 15,000. 
In Windsor, Ont., Chrysler of Canada 
said 1,700 workers will be laid off 
starting today from Canadian plants 
which supply parts for the firm ’s U S. 
operations. 


The latest GM layoffs will mean 
more than 20 per cent of the industry’s 
hourly work force of about 700,000 will 
be jobless next month, about 80,000 of 
them indefinitely. An additional 20,000 
workers 
have

temporary layoffs this month only. 
Blue collar layoffs next monh 
currently are estimated at 64,200 at 
Chrysler, 49,000 at Ford and 31,000 at 
General Motors.

WASHINGTON (AP) —- The Senate 
Rules Committee voted unanimously 
today to recommend the approval of 
Nelson A. Rockefeller to be vice presi­ 
dent. 
The 9 to 0 vote sends the nomination 
to the Senate floor. The full senate is 
expected to vote after Congress returns 
from its brief Thanksgiving recess. 
The Rules Committee decision came 
after eight weeks of investigation and 
hearings into the finances and public 
and private record of the former New 
York governor.

Rockefeller. 
Allen had said earlier he had not

Allen said that from Rockefeller’s 
responses at the hearings he believes 
Rockefeller has moved philosophically 
toward the right in recent years. 
“While I disagree with much of Gov. 
Rockefeller’s philosophy, I realize that 
it would be impractical for me to ex­ 
pect a nominee with whose views I 
wholly agree,” Allen said “Therefore, 
acting in what I consider to be the 
national interest, I have voted for Gov. 
Rockefeller’s confirmation 
as 
vice 
president.” 
Rockefeller’s nomination also ap­ 
pears certain to win a solid recom­ 
mendation from the House Judiciary 
Committee, despite some concern 
about his vast wealth.

A 
gasoline bomb was thrown through the 
window of a Catholic priest’s house.

“The Irish war has finally come to 
England,” said John Stokes, a Con­ 
servative member of the House of 
Commons.

President Ford saw the biggest crowd 
of his life in South Korea’s capital 
today, then traveled close to the 
frontier with Communist North Korea 
to visit enthusiastic American troops. 
The Korean national police estimated 
about 2 million flagwaving, confetti- 
throwing Koreans turned out for the 
American President’s arrival. Ameri­ 
can newsmen estimated the crowd at a 
million or more, roughly equivalent to 
the turnout for President Johnson in 
1966. 
President Chung Hee Park mobilized 
a heavy security guard to prevent 
opponents of his dictatorship making 
trouble during Ford’s visit. But twice 
during the 10-mile drive from the 
airport into Seoul, Ford emerged from 
Park’s armored limousine with his host 
in tow and mingled with the crowd. 
Asked at one stop if he had ever seen 
anything like the Korean welcome in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., his home town, 
Ford jokingly replied: “Yes, but on a 
smaller scale.” 
Meanwhile, Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger responded for the first 
time to critics of the visit who argue 
that 
Ford’s presence 
lends moral 
support to Park’s dictatorial govern­ 
ment. 
Kissinger told newsmen aboard Air 
Force One that Ford in his meeting 
with Park undoubtedly would “call 
attention to the impact of Korea’s

WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress is 
sending its own investigators into the 
F B I’s secret files for the first time in 
history to appraise the effectiveness 
and legality of FBI operations. 
FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley has 
agreed to the probe by the General 
Accounting Office, officials of both 
agencies said Thursday. 
The audit was requested by the 
House Judiciary Committee and will 
focus first on the most controversial of 
all FBI activities, domestic spying. 
The investigation will begin after the 
GAO concludes negotiations over the 
ground rules with the FBI, according to 
Richard Fogel, the GAO audit manager 
for the probe. 
“ Things 
are 
progressing 
sat­ 
isfactorily” and those ground rules 
should be settled early next week, 
Fogel said in an interview. Late 1975 is 
the target for delivering the final report 
to Congress. 
Fogel and FBI spokesman George 
Quinn said the negotiations primarily 
concern the procedure for allowing 
GAO auditors access to confidential 
information in domestic intelligence 
files. 
The FBI already has agreed to make 
the information available in some 
manner designed to insure con­ 
fidentiality, Quinn and Fogel said. 
That step is a remarkable departure 
from the FB I’s traditional insistence on 
secrecy, particularly during the 48 
years it was ruled by the late J. Edgar 
Hoover. 
“It is a change. One obvious reason is 
because Mr. Hoover is not there,” 
Fogel said.

Culling draft evader cases 


Another View 


The 
partial 
amnesty program 
announced by President Ford some 
weeks ago has thus far been pretty 
much of a dud, particularly insofar 
as draft evaders are concerned. 
Positive response to the proposal 
that they do alternative service to 
earn their way back into free society 
has been positively underwhelming. 
When this widespread negative 
reaction became apparent it was 
predicted by some that the White 
House, distressed by the turn of 
events, would find ways to further 
temper the program s impact. This 
initiative just taken by Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe is fulfilling this 
prophecy. 


Saxbe has ordered the nation s 94 
United States attorneys to review 
pending draft evasion cases and 
dismiss those when prosecution is 
not justified. It is a fair guess that 
this will be the U.S. attorneys’ fin­ 
ding in a substantial number of the 
6,200 such cases. Many involved 
voluntary exile undertaken on 
grounds of conscience as the only 
alternative to serving in a war the 
evaders deemed fruitless and im­ 
moral. 
Saxbe has sought to place his 
directive in the best possible light, 
saying that “ these instructions are 
in furtherance of the spirit of 


President 
Ford’s 
clemency 
program.’’ He added that “ before 
announcing 
the 
program 
the 
President stated that he would throw 
his weight on the side of leniency in 
treating the draft evader and 
deserter problem.” 
Without questioning this, it can be 
noted that the lethargic response to 
the program on the part of exiled 
young men has become a source of 
some embarrassment to the White 
House. Dismissal of defective cases 
fits in with the theme of leniency but 
will also help to relive that em­ 
barrassment.

How will the newcomers to Congress 
divide on what will very possibly be the 
big issue in the next two years, the 
issue of full employment versus the 
integrity of the dollar? 
House of 
Representatives Speaker Carl Albert 
has said, in effect, that he cannot guess. 
Asked if the influx of 75 new House 
Democrats, who average 15 years 
younger than the men they have 
displaced, will push Congress “ left­ 
ward” (meaning in a big-spending 
direction to fight recession), Albert 
said: “ It is difficult to tell. Some take 
one direction and some another.’’ 
The main difficulty is that many of 
the newcomers take two directions at 
once. For example, Toby Moffett, the 
Democrat who has succeeded to the 
Congressional seat vacated by Con­ 
necticut’s new woman governor, Ella 
Grasso, is all in favor of keeping 
spending 
within 
noninflationary 
bounds. But he is also for easing our 
credit policies in order to provide 
mortgage money for the lower middle 
class and to keep people at work. If 
prices continue to rise because of food 
shortages and political decisions on the 
part of Arab sheiks and the Shah of 
Iran, Toby Moffett could easily become 
a walking contradiction. 
He would not be the only one. Most of 
the 
Congressional 
newcomers, 
responding to a National Observer poll, 
have said they are for legislation to 
establish national health insurance. 
The likely scope of such insurance will 
not be known until Congress starts 
debating the issue next year. But one 
thing is certain: Any plan that is ac­ 
ceptable to a heavily 
Democratic 
congress will cost a few billion dollars. 
So how do you lower the Federal 
budget if the government is to un­ 
derwrite the nation’s health? It could 
be done, so many of the Congressional 
newcomers have indicated, by slicing 
the defense budget, or by cutting back 
on foreign aid. But here again, the 
newcomers must face up to some in­ 
compatibilities of logic. If the U.S. is to 
skimp on its naval appropriations, 
where does that leave the Arab oil sheik 
who will quibble about keeping the 
price of Persian Gulf crude at in­ 
flationary levels? 
If the Russians, not the Americans, 
control the sea lanes leading through 
the Indian Ocean, the Red Sea and the 
Mediterranean to the oil ports of 
Western Europe and the United States, 
our energy policies, for the rest of the 
1970s, will be utterly at the mercy of 
foreigners. The connection between a 
strong military and naval deterrent 
and the cost of energy may seem 
tenuous 
to

newcomers to the House. But it is there. 
The Full Employment Act of 1946 has 
always been considered a sacred cow. 
Would any newcomer to Congress dare 
propose that it should be amended to 
make the government responsible for 
maintaining employment within the 
limits imposed by the need to keep the 
dollar honest? Maybe, if and when 
efforts to cure unemployment through 
inflationary spending produce nothing

than

stagflation, somebody will summon up 
the nerve to say that the long-run 
health of the economy depends on 
reviving investment incentives, not in 
trying to keep people employed by 
make work government projects. But

The new Congress is the product of 
voter ambivaJe’nce. which does not 
augur well for any determined fight on 
inflation.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) 
— The 
guessing game is on. Who will be the 
men and women to join the ad­ 
ministration of former Gov. James A. 
Rhodes? 
Maybe Rhodes doesn’t know the 
answers himself, but state capital 
sources have begun coming up with 
names—like John McElroy. 
McElroy, a Columbus attorney, was 
a legal advisor to Rhodes in his last 
term as governor. Most legal work that 
went through the governor’s office then 
had to have his approval. 
M cElroy and Rhodes, reports have it, 
have talked about a possible position, 
but Rhodes, in this as in other matters 
pertaining to the governor’s office, is 
moving slowly. 
He wants to get official certification 
of election from Secretary of State Ted 
W. Brown before taking any formal 
action toward resuming the reins. 
Another reported probability is 
Howard Collier, former state finance 
director under Rhodes. 
Rumors have it that Collier doesn’t 
want 
the 
state 
finance 
job 
per­ 
manently, but is willing to serve 
Rhodes on an interim basis during the 
hectic months of change. 
Presumably he would be the tem­ 
porary replacement for John B. Olsen, 
director of the Office of Budget and 
Management under Gov. John J. Gilli- 
gan. 


While Rhodes is shopping around for 
staff, political appointees of Gilligan 
are already hitting the job-hunting 
trail. 
Joe Shump, director of the Depart­ 
ment of Industrial Relations, repor­ 
tedly is considering a return to a job he 
held 17 years ago—metal finisher at 
Frigidaire Division of General Motors 
Corp. in Dayton. 
Shump, former president of Local 
801, International Union of Electrical 
Workers, last worked as a metal 
finisher in 1957. He has been on union 
and political leave since then. 
“ There is no question my job at 
Frigidaire is like an ace in the hole,” 
said Shump. 
Shump said he also is considering 
“ whether to throw my hat in the ring” 
for the job of Montgomery County 
treasurer. Robert L. Roderer, present 
treasurer, was elected Montgomery 
County auditor and will take his new 
post next March. 
The Montgomery County Democratic 
Executive Committee w ill name 
Roderer’s successor. 


Disappointed Democrats are con­ 
tinuing their analysis of Gov. John J. 
Gilligan’s re-election defeat and some 
don’t agree that the defeat was a 
personal repudiation of the governor as 
Gilligan himself called it.

Julian Bond may enter 1976 race 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P )—Georgia state 
legislator Julian Bond says he is 
seriously considering seeking the 
Democratic presidential nomination in 
1976. 
The 34-year-old Bond, who will take a 
seat in the Georgia Senate in January, 
told newsmen Thursday at the Univer­ 
sity of Dayton:

The congressman, asked later by 
phone if this means broadcast jour­ 
nalists could record the tapes for airing 
on radio and TV, said no one even had 
posed that question of him until now.

Zurface makes up for his lack of 
quickness with his outside shooting 
ability. The Panther coaching staff 
thinks he needs to become more 
aggressive and go to the boards with 
more determination. 
“ I have ll players on this team and 
all ll are going to see a lot of playing 
time,” Creamer pointed out.

Juniors Greg Cobb and Alan Conner 
are fighting for starting berths at 
forward. Cobb, who is six-foot, has been 
a pleasant surprise with his shooting 
and he is an excellent rebounder, but 
his defense still needs improvement. 
According to Creamer, Conner, who is 
5-foot-U, is the type of player who 
makes things happen on the court. He 
rebounds and drives well for his size. 
Creamer is extremely happy with the 
equalness of all the guards on his team. 
In addition to Skinner and Spears, 
juniors Rod G arringer and G ary 
English have been working as guards. 
Garringer, who is 5-foot-9, is con­ 
sidered to be the best perimeter shooter 
among the guards. He has exceptional 
quickness and is very aggressive. 
Lack of experience is the only thing 
holding English back. With increased 
playing time, Creamer said English 
will come around for the Panthers. 
When the Miami Trace coach talks of 
youth on this year’s team, he is 
specifically referring to Dan Gifford 
and Art 
Schlichter. 
Gifford 
is a

Three teams tied in golf

The Michigan Wolverines and Ohio 
State Buckeyes, bullies of the Big Ten 
and just about everyone else, meet 
Saturday to settle a league cham ­ 
pionship, a Rose Bowl berth and some 
personal differences. 
It’s the biggest game of the season 
for these two superpowers, who love to 
hate each other. 
The undefeated Wolverines and once- 
beaten Buckeyes, ranked Nos. 3 and 4 
in the country and 1-2 in the Big Ten, 
meet in their 
heralded battle 
at 
Columbus, Ohio, before an expected 
sellout crowd of 88,000 and a national 
television audience of millions more. 
Ifs a similar situation to last year, 
when both teams were ranked high and 
met in the last game of the regular 
season for the right to play against the 
winner of the Pacific-8 Conference at 
Pasadena on New Year’s Day. 
They struggled to a 10-10 tie in 1973 
and Ohio State was picked by Big Ten 
officials to go the Rose Bowl for the 
second straight year. The decision, 
quite naturally, outraged Michigan 
officials, including Coach Bo Schem- 
blecher, who’s waited a year for a 
return shot at the Buckeyes. 
Ohio State Coach Woody Hayes, 
meanwhile, 
has 
no 
love 
for 
the 
Buckeyes’ chief antagonists. He never 
mentions Michigan by name, but refers 
only to “that school up north,” and 
refuses to buy gasoline from a filling 
station across the state line or even eat 
in a restaurant up there. 
The winner of that bone-buster will 
land a Rose Bowl berth against the 
winner of the Southern California- 
UCLA game. The Trojans, ranked No. 8 
in the country, hope to go to the Rose 
Bowl for the third straight season. 
They’ve beaten the Buckeyes once and 
lost another time in the last two years 
In other games involving ranked 
teams, No. I Oklahoma meets No. 6 
Nebraska in a collision of Big Eight 


powers; Air Force visits No. 5 Notre 
Dame; No. ll Maryland takes on Vir­ 
ginia; Iowa is at No. 14 Michigan State, 
only team to beat Ohio State this year, 
and Stanford plays California, the 19th- 
ranked team in the country.

Dame one week later to gain a Rose

Perez could be 
Reds' trade bait 
Rams looking for championship 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Veteran first 
baseman Tony Perez, averaging more 
than IOO runs batted in for the last eight 
seasons, may be the trade bait to solve 
the Cincinnati Reds’ chronic problems 
at third base and on the pitching 
mound. 
Bob Howsam, Reds’ president and 
general 
m anager, 
however, 
in 
characteristic fashion, is downplaying 
trade rumors as he prepares for 
baseball’s winter meetings next week 
at New Orleans. 
But Howsam admitted the Reds have 
received Perez’ word that he won’t 
stand in the way of any trades. As a 10- 
year veteran, Perez has the right to 
approve or refuse a trade involving 
him. 
" I’ve said we don’t have any plans to 
trade Pete Rose this year and I cer­ 
tainly don’t see anything else in the 
making,” said Howsam. 
"But nobody’s 
untouchable. 
You 
have to take that approach because it 
might take half a franchise to get what 
you need." 
The Reds finished second to the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in the N ational 
League West in 1974, despite their 93 
victories. That would have been good 
enough to win any of the other three 
divisions in baseball. 
"W e’re going to be very careful," 
said Howsam. He is reluctant to trade 
away the heart of a club which has won 
three division titles in five years but 
has not won a World Series. 
However, Howsam said, "We’ve got 
to think of the future." 
Perez has batted in an average of 
more than IOO runs per season in the 
last eight years, but he will be 33 in 
May. His batting average dropped 
from .314 in 1973 to .265 in 1974, his 
lowest since 1967. 
The 6-foot-2 first baseman, who has a 
.288 career batting average, waived his 
10-year trade approval clause during a 
meeting with Howsam shortly after the 
end of the season. 
Howsam revealed he discussed deals 
with a number of other team s but 
nothing came of the talks.

victory over Dallas, their sixth triumph 
in seven games, and are in a strong 
position to take the NFC’s wild-card 
playoff spot. 
Toe Cowboys are all but out of the 
playoff picture. If they fail to get in, it 
will be the first time in nine years. 
Houston is riding the crest of a four- 
game winning streak and hopes to 
knock off Dallas, which routed the 
Oilers 56-10 four years ago in the team s’ 
only previous meeting. 
The Dolphins have won five in a row, 
a run that has carried them to the top of 
the AFC East, one game ahead of Buf­ 
falo. The Jets have won their last two 
with Joe Namath throwing a pair of 
touchdowns in each. The Bills need a 
victory to assure temselves of staying 
within striking distance of Miami and 


at least a game ahead of new England 
and Cincinnati in the AFC wild-card 
race. The Browns are in danger of 
suffering their first losing season in 18 
years. 
The Patriots are struggling to stay in 
the playoff picture, having dropped 
three in a row. And they’re facing a 
Baltimore squad which pulled itself to­ 
gether last week for its first victory in 
four games. 
The Bengals, invading Kansas City, 
are in a shaky position, having lost two 
in a row to fall l ’/fe games back of first 
place in the AFC Central Division. John 
Hadl, now in a Green Bay uniform, 
faces his former San Diego teammates 
while Chargers’ rookie Don Woods 
faces what could have been Packers’ 
teammates. Woods was cut by the Pack 
before the season began and, with San 
Diego, has rushed for 790 yards, fourth 
best in the AFC and better than anyone 
on Green Bay. 
The Bears will try once again to score 
a touchdown, something they haven’t 
done in nearly five full games. The 
Lions have won five of their last six to 
claw their way back into playoff con­ 
tention. 


The Broncos fell out of the playoff 
race with their Monday night loss, 
taking the steam out of their game 
against Oakland, whom they were 
expected to challenge for the AFC West 
title.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen Walter 
F. Mondale has become the second 
drop-out of the 1976 Democratic 
presidential race, leaving liberal 
Democrats 
at least tem porarily 
without a well-known contender. 
Mondale announced his withdrawal 
Thursday just a few hours after Sen 
Henry M Jackson, who has strong sup 
port from party regulars and organized 
labor, disclosed he has hired a key 
party organizer for his anticipated 
candidacy 
The Jackson recruit was Robert J 
Keefe. 40-year-old executive director of 
the Democratic National Committee 
He will become political director of the 
still unofficial Jackson campaign Dec 
I 
That will enable him to take charge 
of the Washington senator’s effort at 
the party's Dec 6 mini-convention in 
Kansas City. Candidates and potential 
candidates will display their wares in 
Kansas City 
for some 
3.000 top 
Democrats, many of them likely 1976 
convention delegates 
Coming less than two months after 
the September withdrawal of Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy of Massachusetts, 
Mondale’s surprise decision left Rep 
Morris K Udall of Arizona as the most 


visible, current liberal candidate 
against Jackson when the presidential 
primaries begin 16 months from now. 
In fact, Udall’s progress in snaring 
support of key liberals in New Hamp­ 
shire, the traditional opening primary, 
was reported to be one factor in Mon­ 
dale’s decision. However, the Min­ 
nesota senator insisted, “This is a 
personal decision on my part and had 
nothing to do with any other can­ 
didate.” 
Udall is expected to formally declare 
himself in the presidential race in New 
Hampshire this weekend. He would be 
the first official entrant in what will 
likely be a large Democratic field by 
early 1976. 
Both Jackson and Gov. 
Jimmy 
Carter of Georgia are expected to 
announce their candidacies next 
month. Sen. Lloyd M Bentsen of Texas 
is another likely candidate, former Sen. 
Fred R Harris of Oklahoma has spent 
considerable time in New Hampshire, 
and Mayor Kevin White of Boston may 
run there too. 
And Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama has made no secret of his 


plans for a fourth presidential bid. 
The Harris poll reported Thursday 
that Wallace is the most familiar 
Democratic prospect and the first 
choice by a slender margin. A poll of 
1,265 potential Democratic and inde­ 
pendent voters found 93 per cent knew 
of Wallace and he was the first choice 
of 19 per cent. He was followed by 1972 
contenders Sens. George McGovern of 
South Dakota and Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine. 
Mondale, too, had been considered a 
likely contender, ever since his Min­ 
nesota colleague, Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey, proclaimed him a future can­ 
didate as Mondale swept to re-election 
in 1972. 
But he disclosed at his news con­ 
ference that as he proceeded his doubts 
grew, "I found I did not have the over­ 
whelming desire to be President which 
is essential for the kind of campaign 
that is required,” Mondale said. 
Kennedy said he thought “the nation 
is poorer for the decision he has made.” 
Humphrey said that he had encouraged 
Mondale to stay in the race and that he 
regretted Mondale’s decision.

“I think there is considerable 
interest because of the way grievances 
were handled in the past,” Miller said, 
but added “we’ve got a streamlined 
grievance procedure” that negates the 
need for a right to strike clause. 
“I believe we can solve the problems 
without resorting to a right to strike. I 
don’t see there will be a real need,” 
Miller said. 
“I’d be delighted to work under this 
contract,” he added. “I like the fringe 
benefit areas. We’ve had so much 
catching up to do ... in a short period of 
time up the road, our membership will 
have the best retirement program in 
the labor movement in this country.” 
But Miller, here for a news con­ 
ference, talked to some West Virginia 
miners who think the contract could be 
better. 
The UMW president said he was not 
trying to sell the present contract but 
wanted to put an end to rumors from 
“false prophets. That’s why I’m here,” 
he said.

Former pro eager traces 


career at bankers meet

professional 
basketball player traced his 
career and shared a number of 
other experiences and stories 
during the annual meeting of the 
Fayette County Area Bankers 
Association Thursday in the 
Mahan Building on the Fayette 
County Fairground. 
Adrian Smith, who spent nearly 
a decade with the Cincinnati 
Royals of the National Basketball 
Association, told the bankers and 
other guests that the game of 
basketball provided him with a 
college education, a chance for 
extensive travel, taught him the 
real meaning of sportsmanship, 
respect and sacrifice in addition 
to determination, confidence and 
a continued effort to improve. 


SMITH,an extremely humble 
person who is now associated 
with Central Trust Co., Cin­ 
cinnati, was one of six children 
raised on a 50-acre farm near 
Farmington, Ky., a whistle stop 
in the western part of the state. 
The first real basketball Smith 
ever played with was purchased 
by his family on money raised 
from the farm’s tobacco crop. 
He was one of 13 students in his 
senior class and following high 
school Smith entered a junior 
college in Mississippi. “ I enjoyed 
junior college because it gave me 
the opportunity to play about 40 
games per year,” Smith said. 
After two years at the junior 
college, Smith was recruited by 
scouts at the University of 
Kentucky, where he played under 
the legendary Adolph Rupp. 
“ We won the NCAA cham­ 
pionship during my senior year in 
1958 and had a center who is now

a Methodist minister and he 
couldn’t score a lick but was one 
of the team’s top players,” Smith 
recalled. 
After averaging 11 points a 
game for Kentucky during his 
senior year, Smith joined the U.S. 
Army and after only one week in 
the military was sent to San 
Francisco for a tryout for the All- 
Arm y team. “ We competed 
against other branches of the 
service and pretty soon an all­ 
service team was formed,” he 
said. The service team later 
became known 
as 
the Pan- 
American team and played in 
Chicago against teams from 
Latin America. 
In 1960, while still serving in the 
m ilitary, 
Smith 
became 
a 
member of what he termed “ the 


greatest amateur team ever” for 
the Olympic games in Rome. The 
team included such stars as 
Jerry West, Oscar Robertson, 
Je rry Lucas, W alt Bellam y, 
Terry Dischinger, Darrell Imhoff 
and Bob Boozer. Nine of the team 
members eventually turned pro 
and five played with the Royals 
at one time. 
The U.S. team stormed through 
the eight-game tournament and 
topped its 
toughest 
opponent 
(Russia) by a comfortable 24- 
point margin. 
Smnith said he was stirred 
emotionally when the National 
Anthem was played before more 
than 125,000 persons from 80 
countries during the opening of 
the Olympic games and was also 
extremely excited by the gold 
medal presentations to the team 
members. 
“ It was really a wonderful two 
years 
in 
the 
Army,” 
Smith 
related in noting that all prac­ 
tically all his military duty was 
spent on the hardwood. 
He joined 
the 
Cincinnati 
Royals in 1961 and spent eight 
and a half years with the team 
playing in the backcourt with 
Oscar Robertson, whom he called 
“ one of the greatest of all times.” 


THE FO RM ER pro basketball 
guard, who has been in the 
banking business for the past one 
and a half years, said one of the 
greatest thrills of his life is the 
Adrian Smith Basketball League 
for underprivileged children in 
eastern Cincinnati. He said the

Coverup prosecution end nears 


WASHINGTON (A P) — After 6M» 
weeks of hearing 26 witnesses and more 
than 20 hours of White House tapes, the 
prosecution in the Watergate coverup 
trial is ready to rest its case. 
Four final prosecution witnesses, 
including former White House aide Egil 
“ Bud” Krogh, are scheduled to testify 
today before the defense begins its 
case, probably on Monday. 
In White House tapes presented 
Thursday, former President Richard 
M. Nixon was heard at least five times 
expressing worry that former White 
House counsel John W. Dean III may 
have secretly carried a tape recorder 
under his armpit during a March 21, 
1973 meeting. Dean and Nixon talked at 
that meeting about paying money to the 
original Watergate defendants. 
Concerned because Dean had begun 
cooperating 
with 
Watergate 
in­ 
vestigators in early April 1973, Nixon 
asked

defendant 
H.R. 
Haldeman on the evening of April 25 if 
there was any way Dean “ might have 
walked in there (to the White House 
Oval Office) with a recorder on him ?” 
Haldeman dismisses the likelihood, 
but Nixon persists in examining the 
possibility because he was curious 
about what Dean may have told prose­ 
cutors about the March 21 discussion of

Pentagon cuts T 1,600 jobs 
Nationwide base 
closings bared 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The Pen­ 
tagon today announced a coast-to-coast 
reshuffling and reduction of military 
bases and headquarters that will elimi­ 
nate about 11,600 civilian jobs and 
transfer 11,500 Army and Air Force 
personnel over the next 2xk years. 
The moves are aimed chiefly at 
shifting about $300 million a year from 
support functions to increased combat 
capability. The uniformed personnel 
will be switched to combat and combat- 
related assignments. 
The 110 “ base realignment actions,” 
as the Pentagon called them, will affect 
dozens of installations. 
But only two major bases were or­ 
dered closed — the Army’s Frankford 
Arsenal in Philadelphia and Ellington 
Air Force Base, Houston, Tex. 
One congressional source said about 
half of the civilian employes offered 
transfers could be expected to quit 
their defense jobs rather than relocate. 
Many Army, Air Force and Defense 
Supply Agency depots, laboratories 
and offices will lose manpower and 
womanpower, but some will gain. 
Net losses will range from about 2,000 
civilian jobs at the Frankford Arsenal 
to as few as a dozen in some small 
offices, officials said. 
Beside the Frankford Arsenal, the 
biggest losers will be Ellington, Pueblo 
Army Depot, Colo.; Blue Grass Army 
Depot, Lexington, Ky.; Griffiss Air 
Force 
Base, 
Rome, 
N .Y.; 
and 
Richards-Gebaur Air Force Base near 


Kansas City, Mo. Officials said civilian 
jobs will be reduced by a net of at least 
1,000 at each base. 
The Navy is unaffected in this first

The disclosures were made in a 
memo obtained by the Dayton Journal 
Herald’s Columbus correspondent, 
Hugh McDiarmid, and published in a 
copyrighted story in the newspaper’s 
Friday morning editions. 
The six-page memo to nine top 
staffers and campaign aides 
was 
dictated by Gilligan on Nov. 10 during 
his six-day post-election stay in Florida 
but was not distributed until after he 
returned to Ohio. 
Gilligan said the fact that he agreed 
to adopt a no-new-taxes stand was why 
he “ wriggled and squirmed as the 
press roasted me with question after 
question 
on 
general 
revenues, 
educational revenues, gasoline taxes 
and so forth. 
“ That is one reason that I became in 
many 
instances 
defensive 
and 
querulous and furious.” 
The outgoing governor started out 
the memo by saying, “ First of all, it 
was MY FA U LT.”

DETROIT (A P ) — At least 145,000 
blue collar auto workers and thousands 
more white collar employes will be out 
of work part or all of next month 
because of mounting production cut­ 
backs in the faltering automobile in­ 
dustry. 
General Motors said Thursday it will 
shut nine car assembly plants for one 
or two weeks in December and lay off 
30,000 workers because of declining 
sales. 
Meanwhile, Ford Motor Co. said it is 
furloughing 3,000 white collar workers 
Dec. 1. Chrysler Corp. revealed plans 
to lay off white collar workers soon, but 
would not confirm reports that the 
number would be as high as 15,000. 
In Windsor, Ont., Chrysler of Canada 
said 1,700 workers will be laid off 
starting today from Canadian plants 
which supply parts for the firm ’s U.S. 
operations. 


The latest GM layoffs will mean 
more than 20 per cent of the industry’s 
hourly work force of about 700,000 will 
be jobless next month, about 80,000 of 
them indefinitely. An additional 20,000

have 
been scheduled 
for 
temporary layoffs this month only. 


Blue collar layoffs next

currently are estimated at 64,200 at 
Chrysler, 49,000 at Ford and 31,000 at 
General Motors.

Rocky clears

W ASHINGTON (A P) — The Senate 
Rules Committee voted unanimously 
today to recommend the approval of 
Nelson A. Rockefeller to be vice presi­ 
dent. 
The 9 to 0 vote sends the nomination 
to the Senate floor. The full senate is 
expected to vote after Congress returns 
from its brief Thanksgiving recess. 
The Rules Committee decision came 
after eight weeks of investigation and 
hearings into the finances and public 
and private record of the former New 
York governor.

Allen had said earlier he had not

Allen said that from Rockefeller’s 
responses at the hearings he believes 
Rockefeller has moved philosophically 
toward the right in recent years. 
“ While I disagree with much of Gov. 
Rockefeller’s philosophy, I realize that 
it would be impractical for me to ex­ 
pect a nominee with whose views I 
wholly agree,” Allen said. “ Therefore, 
acting in what I consider to be the 
national interest, I have voted for Gov. 
Rockefeller’s confirmation as 
vice 
president.” 
Rockefeller’s nomination also ap­ 
pears certain to win a solid recom­ 
mendation from the House Judiciary 
Com m ittee, despite some concern 
about his vast wealth.

President Chung Hee Park mobilized 
a heavy security guard to prevent 
opponents of his dictatorship making 
trouble during Ford’s visit. But twice 
during the 10-mile drive from the 
airport into Seoul, Ford emerged from 
Park ’s armored limousine with his host 
in tow and mingled with the crowd. 
Asked at one stop if he had ever seen 
anything like the Korean welcome in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., his home town, 
Ford jokingly replied: “ Yes, but on a 
smaller scale.”

GAO probes 
FBI activities 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — Congress is 
sending its own investigators into the 
F B I’s secret files for the first time in 
history to appraise the effectiveness 
and legality of F B I operations. 
F B I Director Clarence M. Kelley has 
agreed to the probe by the General 
Accounting Office, officials of both 
agencies said Thursday. 
The audit was requested by the 
House Judiciary Committee and will 
focus first on the most controversial of 
all F B I activities, domestic spying. 
The investigation will begin after the 
GAO concludes negotiations over the 
ground rules with the F B I, according to 
Richard Fogel, the GAO audit manager 
for the probe. 
“ Things 
are 
progressing 
sat­ 
isfactorily” and those ground rules 
should be settled early next week, 
Fogel said in an interview. Late 1975 is 
the target for delivering the final report 
to Congress. 
Fogel and F B I spokesman George 
Quinn said the negotiations prim arily 
concern the procedure for allowing 
GAO auditors access to confidential 
information in domestic intelligence 
files. 
The F B I already has agreed to make 
the information available in some 
m anner designed to insure con­ 
fidentiality, Quinn and Fogel said. 
That step is a remarkable departure 
from the F B I’s traditional insistence on 
secrecy, particularly during the 48 
years it was ruled by the late J. Edgar 
Hoover. 
“ It is a change. One obvious reason is 
because M r. Hoover is not there,” 
Fogel said.

Culling draft evader cases 


Another View 


The partial amnesty program 
announced by President Ford some 
weeks ago has thus far been pretty 
much of a dud, particularly insofar 
as draft evaders are concerned. 
Positive response to the proposal 
that they do alternative service to 
earn their way back into free society 
has been positively underwhelming. 
When this widespread negative 
reaction became apparent it was 
predicted by some that the White 
House, distressed by the turn of 
events, would find ways to further 
temper the program’s impact. This 
initiative just taken by Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe is fulfilling this 
prophecy. 


Saxbe has ordered the nation’s 94 
United States attorneys to review 
pending draft evasion cases and 
dismiss those when prosecution is 
not justified. It is a fair guess that 
this will be the U.S. attorneys’ fin­ 
ding in a substantial number of the 
6,200 such cases. Many involved 
voluntary exile undertaken on 
grounds of conscience as the only 
alternative to serving in a war the 
evaders deemed fruitless and im­ 
moral. 
Saxbe has sought to place his 
directive in the best possible light, 
saying that “ these instructions are 
in furtherance of the spirit of 


President 
Ford’s 
clemency 
program.” He added that “ before 
announcing 
the 
program 
the 
President stated that he would throw 
his weight on the side of leniency in 
treating the draft evader and 
deserter problem.” 
Without questioning this, it can be 
noted that the lethargic response to 
the program on the part of exiled 
young men has become a source of 
some embarrassment to the White 
House. Dismissal of defective cases 
fits in with the theme of leniency but 
will also help to relive that em­ 
barrassment.

legislation. So the scene is set for 
conflict if and when strict credit 
policies threaten to push unem­ 
ployment 
above 
the 
frictional 
minimum. 
How will the newcomers to Congress 
divide on what will very possibly be the 
big issue in the next two years, the 
issue of full employment versus the 
integrity of the dollar? House of 
Representatives Speaker Carl Albert 
has said, in effect, that he cannot guess. 
Asked if the influx of 75 new House 
Democrats, who average 15 years 
younger than the men they have 
displaced, will push Congress “left­ 
ward” (meaning in a big-spending 
direction to fight recession), Albert 
said: “ It is difficult to tell. Some take 
one direction and some another.” 
The main difficulty is that many of 
the newcomers take two directions at 
once. For example, Toby Moffett, the 
Democrat who has succeeded to the 
Congressional seat vacated by Con­ 
necticut’s new woman governor, Ella 
Grasso, is all in favor of keeping 
spending 
within 
noninflationary 
bounds. But he is also for easing our 
credit policies in order to provide 
mortgage money for the lower middle 
class and to keep people at work. If 
prices continue to rise because of food 
shortages and political decisions on the 
part of Arab sheiks and the Shah of 
Iran, Toby Moffett could easily become 
a walking contradiction. 
He would not be the only one. Most of 
the 
Congressional 
newcomers, 
responding to a National Observer poll, 
have said they are for legislation to 
establish national health insurance. 
The likely scope of such insurance will 
not be known until Congress starts 
debating the issue next year. But one 
thing is certain: Any plan that is ac­ 
ceptable to a heavily Democratic 
congress will cost a few billion dollars. 
So how do you lower the Federal 
budget if the government is to un­ 
derwrite the nation’s health? It could 
be done, so many of the Congressional 
newcomers have indicated, by slicing 
the defense budget, or by cutting back 
on foreign aid. But here again, the 
newcomers must face up to some in­ 
compatibilities of logic. If the U.S. is to 
skimp on its naval appropriations, 
where does that leave the Arab oil sheik 
who will quibble about keeping the 
price of Persian Gulf crude at in­ 
flationary levels? 
If the Russians, not the Americans, 
control the sea lanes leading through 
the Indian Ocean, the Red Sea and the 
Mediterranean to the oil ports of 
Western Europe and the United States, 
our energy policies, for the rest of the 
1970s, will be utterly at the mercy of 
foreigners. The connection between a 
strong military and naval deterrent 
and the cost of energy may seem 
tenuous 
to 
the 
75 
Democratic 
newcomers to the House. But it is there. 
The Full Employment Act of 1946 has 
always been considered a sacred cow. 
Would any newcomer to Congress dare 
propose that it should be amended to 
make the government responsible for 
maintaining employment within the 
limits imposed by the need to keep the 
dollar honest? Maybe, if and when 
efforts to cure unemployment through 
inflationary spending produce nothing 
more than a continued run of 
stagflation, somebody will summon up 
the nerve to say that the long-run 
health of the economy depends on 
reviving investment incentives, not in 
trying to keep people employed by 
make-work government projects. But 
nobody 
campaigned 
on such 
a 
proposition. 
The new Congress is the product of 
voter ambivalence, which does not 
augur well for any determined fight on 
inflation.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
guessing game is on. Who will be the 
men and women to join the ad­ 
ministration of former Gov. James A. 
Rhodes? 
Maybe Rhodes doesn’t know the 
answers himself, but state capital 
sources have begun coming up with 
names—like John McElroy. 
McElroy, a Columbus attorney, was 
a legal advisor to Rhodes in his last 
term as governor. Most legal work that 
went through the governor’s office then 
had to have his approval. 
McElroy and Rhodes, reports have it, 
have talked about a possible position, 
but Rhodes, in this as in other matters 
pertaining to the governor’s office, is 
moving slowly. 
He wants to get official certification 
of election from Secretary of State Ted 
W. Brown before taking any formal 
action toward resuming the reins. 
Another reported probability is 
Howard Collier, former state finance 
director under Rhodes. 
Rumors have it that Collier doesn’t 
want the 
state finance job per­ 
manently, but is willing to serve 
Rhodes on an interim basis during the 
hectic months of change. 
Presumably he would be the tem­ 
porary replacement for John B. Olsen, 
director of the Office of Budget and 
Management under Gov. John J. Gilli- 
gan.

Julian Bond may enter1976 race 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P)—Georgia state 
legislator Julian Bond says he is 
seriously considering seeking the 
Democratic presidential nomination in 
1976. 
The 34-year-old Bond, who will take a 
seat in the Georgia Senate in January, 
told newsmen Thursday at the Univer­ 
sity of Dayton: 
“ Before I make an announcement I 
want 
to check both the financial 
aspects of a presidential campaign and 
how much support I can raise. 
“ So, between now and next spring, I 
want to find the answers to those 
questions. If the answers are positive, 
then I guess I ’ll run.” 
Bond said he is not interested in 
running 
for 
the 
U.S. 
Senate 
or 
Congress. 
“ If I can’t have the presidency, 
there’s nothing else for me. It’s the 
White House or nothing,” Bond said. 
Bond has served eight years in the 
Georgia house and won election to the 
state senate this year. 
Bond was 
nominated for vice president in 1968 but 
withdrew because of his age. 
Bond said President Ford had made 
some position changes for the ad­ 
ministration other than those held by 
former President Richard M. Nixon. 
He cited as examples, a meeting with 


the Congressional black caucas soon 
after becoming president. 
“ Ford spent so much time in the 
House, that he understands the need for 
meetings,” Bond said, evaluating 
Ford’s effectiveness. 
“ There could be a substantial change 
if he would act on some of the proposals 
offered him. 
“ I hope this next IOO days in office 
will be more effective,” Bond said.

A resolution on Palestinian rights 
introduced Thursday night by 38 Arab 
and Third World countries was assured 
of approval in the vote late today in the 
General Assembly. 
The 
resolution 
affirms 
the 
Palestinians’

to 
self-de­ 
termination, 
independence 
and 
sovereignty. It also affirms their right 
“to return to their homes and property 
from which they have been displaced 
and uprooted” by the formation of 
Israel. 
In addition, it recognizes the 
Palestine Liberation Organization as 
the “representative of the people of 
Palestine” 
and 
declares 
the 
Palestinians “a principal party in the 
establishment of a just and durable 
peace in the Middle East.” 
This was a direct hit at Israel’s 
refusal to negotiate with the PLO. 
A second resolution introduced by 20 
Arab and six other countries would 
grant the PLO permanent observer 
status at the General Assembly and at 
U.N.-sponsored international con­ 
ferences. 
U.S. Ambassador John Scab spoke in 
the Palestine debate Thursday and 
urged that Palestinian “legitimate 
interests” be achieved in the give and 
take of the negotiating process.

Columbus showdown 
heads grid picture

The Michigan Wolverines and Ohio 
State Buckeyes, bullies of the Big Ten 
and just about everyone else, meet 
Saturday to settle a league cham­ 
pionship, a Rose Bowl berth and some 
personal differences. 
It’s the biggest game of the season 
for these two superpowers, who love to 
hate each other. 
The undefeated Wolverines and once- 
beaten Buckeyes, ranked Nos. 3 and 4 
in the country and 1-2 in the Big Ten, 
meet in their heralded battle 
at 
Columbus, Ohio, before an expected 
sellout crowd of 88,000 and a national 
television audience of millions more. 
Ifs a similar situation to last year, 
when both teams were ranked high and 
met in the last game of the regular 
season for the right to play against the 
winner of the Pacific-8 Conference at 
Pasadena on New Year’s Day. 
They struggled to a 10-10 tie in 1973 
and Ohio State was picked by Big Ten 
officials to go the Rose Bowl for the 
second straight year. The decision, 
quite naturally, outraged Michigan 
officials, including Coach Bo Schem- 
blecher, who’s waited a year for a 
return shot at the Buckeyes. 
Ohio State Coach Woody Hayes, 
meanwhile, 
has 
no 
love 
for 
the 
Buckeyes’ chief antagonists. He never 
mentions Michigan by name, but refers 
only to “ that school up north,” and 
refuses to buy gasoline from a filling 
station across the state line or even eat 
in a restaurant up there. 
The winner of that bone-buster will 
land a Rose Bowl berth against the 
winner of the Southern California- 
UCLA game. The Trojans, ranked No. 8 
in the country, hope to go to the Rose 
Bowl for the third straight season. 
They’ve beaten the Buckeyes once and 
lost another time in the last two years. 
In other games involving ranked 
teams, No. I Oklahoma meets No. 6 


powers; Air Force visits No. 5 Notre 
Dame; No. ll Maryland takes on Vir­ 
ginia; Iowa is at No. 14 Michigan State, 
only team to beat Ohio State this year, 
and Stanford plays California, the 19th- 
ranked team in the country. 
Ohio State is a nine-point favorite to 
beat Michigan, probably because of the 
home-field 
advantage. 
But 
the 
Buckeyes will be in trouble defensively 
if Neal Colzie doesn’t get well in a 
hurry. 
Colzie, the key man in Ohio State’s 
secondary, was hospitalized Thursday 
with a temperature of 101 degrees and a 
throat infection. A team doctor

showdown game, however. 
If Southern Cal beats UCLA, the Pac- 
8 race is all over for 1974. It can still end 
up in a three-way tie with Southern Cal, 
UCLA and Stanford and the Rose Bowl 
representative would then have to be 
determined on overall record. The 
Trojans would then have to beat Notre 
Dame one week later to gain a Rose 
Bowl berth.

Perez could be 
Reds' trade bait 
Rams looking for championship 


CINCINNATI (A P) - Veteran first 
baseman Tony Perez, averaging more 
than IOO runs batted in for the last eight 
seasons, may be the trade bait to solve 
the Cincinnati Reds’ chronic problems 
at third base and on the pitching 
mound. 
Bob Howsam, Reds’ president and 
general 
manager, 
however, 
in 
characteristic fashion, is downplaying 
trade rumors as he prepares for 
baseball’s winter meetings next week 
at New Orleans. 
But Howsam admitted the Reds have 
received Perez’ word that he won’t 
stand in the way of any trades. As a 10- 
year veteran, Perez has the right to 
approve or refuse a trade involving 
him. 
“ I ’ve said we don’t have any plans to 
trade Pete Rose this year and I cer­ 
tainly don’t see anything else in the 
making,” said Howsam. 
‘‘But nobody’s untouchable. 
You 
have to take that approach because it 
might take half a franchise to get what 
you need.” 
The Reds finished second to the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in the National 
League West in 1974, despite their 93 
victories. That would have been good 
enough to win any of the other three 
divisions in baseball. 
‘‘We’re going to be very careful,” 
said Howsam. He is reluctant to trade 
away the heart of a club which has won 
three division titles in five years but 
has not won a World Series. 
However, Howsam said, “ We’ve got 
to think of the future.” 
Perez has batted in an average of 
more than IOO runs per season in the 
last eight years, but he will be 33 in 
May. His batting average dropped 
from .314 in 1973 to .265 in 1974, his 
lowest since 1967. 
The 6-foot-2 first baseman, who has a 
.288 career batting average, waived his 
10-year trade approval clause during a 
meeting with Howsam shortly after the 
end of the season. 
Howsam revealed he discussed deals 
with a number of other teams but 
nothing came of the talks.

The Falcons, second 
ranked, match a 10-0-1 record against 
ninthrated Fremont St. Joseph (9-2-0) 
at Upper Arlington High School tonight. 


Youngstown Mooney, in Class AAA, 
and Cleveland Benedictine, in Class 
AA, won the other 1973 playoff crowns. 
Harding’s swift trio is wingback 
Tyrone Hicks, with 9.7 100-yard dash 
speed; and quarterback Jim Richburg 
and tailback John Ziegler, both with 10- 
flat quickness. 
“ We think we can handle them in­ 
side, but their speed is awesome,” said 
Corey, mapping a ball-control attack to 
offset the Panthers’ strength. 
H icks’

jumped Harding ahead 12-10 against 
Cincinnati Moeller in the semifinals 
last week. The Panthers posted a 20-10 
upset of the No. I -ranked Crusaders. 
Meanwhile, Upper Arlington, which 
has won the Central Ohio League six of 
the last seven seasons, ousted New 
Philadelphia 27-7. 
In Class AA semifinals, Norwalk 
upset top-ranked Akron St. Vincent-St. 
Mary 20-7 and Louisville Aquinas 
eliminated Cincinnati Mariemont 19-7. 
In Class 
A semifinals, Fenwick 
mauled Newark Catholic 34-6 while St. 
Joseph blanked Windham 6-0. 


The Rams and Vikes own identical 8- 
3 records — just as they owned iden­ 
tical 6-0 records when they met in 1973. 
“ It’s going to be interesting, just like 
last year,” says Minnesota Coach 
Brant. 
Grant would no doubt like the out­ 
come to be the same as a year ago. The 
Vikings stayed unbeaten, edging Los 
Angeles 10-9, and ran their perfect 
string to nine in a row before losing to 
Atlanta.

The Cowboys are all but out of the 
playoff picture. If they fail to get in, it 
will be the first time in nine years. 
Houston is riding the crest of a four- 
game winning streak and hopes to 
knock off Dallas, which routed the 
Oilers 56-10 four years ago in the teams’ 
only previous meeting. 
The Dolphins have won five in a row, 
a run that has carried them to the top of 
the AFC East, one game ahead of Buf­ 
falo. The Jets have won their last two 
with Joe Namath throwing a pair of 
touchdowns in each. The Bills need a 
victory to assure temselves of staying 
within striking distance of Miami and 


at least a game ahead of new England 
and Cincinnati in the AFC wild-card 
race. The Browns are in danger of 
suffering their first losing season in 18 
years. 
The Patriots are struggling to stay in 
the playoff picture, having dropped 
three in a row. And they’re facing a 
Baltimore squad which pulled itself to­ 
gether last week for its first victory in 
four games. 
The Bengals, invading Kansas City, 
are in a shaky position, having lost two 
in a row to fall V/z games back of first 
place in the AFC Central Division. John 
Hadl, now in a Green Bay uniform, 
faces his former San Diego teammates 
while Chargers’ rookie Don Woods 
faces what could have been Packers’ 
teammates. Woods was cut by the Pack 
before the season began and, with San 
Diego, has rushed for 790 yards, fourth 
best in the AFC and better than anyone 
on Green Bay. 
The Bears will try once again to score 
a touchdown, something they haven’t 
done in nearly five full games. The 
Lions have won five of their last six to 
claw their way back into playoff con­ 
tention. 


The Broncos fell out of the playoff 
race with their Monday night loss, 
taking the steam out of their game 
against Oakland, whom they were 
expected to challenge for the AFC West 
title. 
Marion Campbell is still looking for 
his first victory as coach of the 
Falcons, who have lost five in row. 
They’ll have to stop rookie quarterback 
Tom Owen, who passed for 313 yards 
and two touchdowns in the 49ers’ 34-0 
rout of the Bears a week ago that ended 
San Francisco’s seven-game spin.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen Walter 
F. Mondale has become the second 
drop-out of the 1976 D em ocratic 
presidential race, leaving liberal 
D em ocrats at 
least tem porarily 
without a well-known contender. 
Mondale announced his withdrawal 
Thursday just a few hours after Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, who has strong sup­ 
port from party regulars and organized 
labor, disclosed he has hired a key 
party organizer for his anticipated 
candidacy 
The Jackson recruit was Robert J. 
Keefe, 40-year-old executive director of 
the Democratic National Committee. 
He will become political director of the 
still unofficial Jackson campaign Dec. 
I 
That will enable him to take charge 
of the Washington senator’s effort at 
the party’s Dec 6 mini-convention in 
Kansas City. Candidates and potential 
candidates will display their wares in

City 
for 
some 
3,000 
top 
Democrats, many of them likely 1976 
convention delegates. 
Coming less than two months after 
the September withdrawal of Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy of Massachusetts, 
Mondale’s surprise decision left Rep. 
Morris K Udall of Arizona as the most 


visible, current liberal candidate 
against Jackson when the presidential 
primaries begin 16 months from now. 
In fact, Udall’s progress in snaring 
support of key liberals in New Hamp­ 
shire, the traditional opening primary, 
was reported to be one factor in Mon­ 
d a y s decision. However, the Min­ 
nesota senator insisted, “This is a 
personal decision on my part and had 
nothing to do with any other can­ 
didate.” 
Udall is expected to formally declare 
himself in the presidential race in New 
Hampshire this weekend. He would be 
the first official entrant in what will 
likely be a large Democratic field by 
early 1976. 
Both 
Jackson and 
Gov. 
Jimmy 
Carter of Georgia are expected to 
announce their candidacies next 
month. Sen. Lloyd M. Bentsen of Texas 
is another likely candidate, former Sen. 
Fred R. Harris of Oklahoma has spent 
considerable time in New Hampshire, 
and Mayor Kevin White of Boston may 
run there too. 
And Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama has made no secret of his 


plans for a fourth presidential bid. 
The Harris poll reported Thursday 
that Wallace is the most familiar 
Democratic prospect and the first 
choice by a slender margin. A poll of 
1,265 potential Democratic and inde­ 
pendent voters found 93 per cent knew 
of Wallace and he was the first choice 
of 19 per cent. He was followed by 1972 
contenders Sens. George McGovern of 
South Dakota and Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine. 
Mondale, too, had been considered a 
likely contender, ever since his Min­ 
nesota colleague, Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey, proclaimed him a future can­ 
didate as Mondale swept to re-election 
in 1972. 
But he disclosed at his news con­ 
ference that as he proceeded his doubts 
grew. “ I found I did not have the over­ 
whelming desire to be President which 
is essential for the kind of campaign 
that is required,” Mondale said. 
Kennedy said he thought “the nation 
is poorer for the decision he has m ade.” 
Humphrey said that he had encouraged 
Mondale to stay in the race and that he 
regretted Mondale’s decision.

39-member UMW Bargaining Council 
recommended it undergo “some minor 
adjustm ents” before being submitted 
to striking miners for ratification.

While not rejecting the contract 
outright, the Bargaining Council’s 
decision to withhold it from member 
ratification still means the nationwide 
strike will probably continue into a 
fourth week. Miller said areas needing 
revision include vacations, jurisdic­ 
tion, work rules and a wage package. 
Miller added 
that some

believe a right to strike clause should 
be included, but he said it wasn’t 
needed. “I think there is considerable 
interest because of the way grievances 
were handled in the past,” Miller said, 
but added “we’ve got a streamlined 
grievance procedure” that negates the 
need for a right to strike clause. 
“I believe we can solve the problems 
without resorting to a right to strike. I 
don’t see there will be a real need,” 
Miller said. 
“I’d be delighted to work under this 
contract,” he added. “ I like the fringe 
benefit areas. We’ve had so much 
catching up to do ... in a short period of 
time up the road, our membership will 
have the best retirement program in 
the labor movement in this country.” 
But Miller, here for a news con­ 
ference, talked to some West Virginia 
miners who think the contract could be 
better. 
The UMW president said he was not 
trying to sell the present contract but 
wanted to put an end to rumors from
